Boy overcomes 
paralysis to 
make big walk 
at Big House

Gabe Treve, 1, of Troy loves football. 

The fifth-grader suffered a rare reaction to 
a cancer treatment which left him paralyzed 
at age 5. 

Fast forward six years: On Aug. 1, Gabe’s 
determination — coupled with his passion for 
football — helped him walk 100 yards at Mich- 
igan stadium. 

“He’s pretty amazing; he never gives up,” 
Christy Treve, his mom, said Monday. “I think 
(walking across Michigan Stadium) was one 
of the most amazing things he has ever done. 

And 
he loves everything U-M. Everything football. 
Putting those two things together. ... His ev- 
ery day is exhausting because he has physical 
therapy and trying to be a kid. When he gets 
to do fun things we are thrilled for him.”

It’s amuddy, torn-up mess now. But lov- 
ers of the picturesque eastern side of Belle 
Isle will eventually see a rehabilitated Lake 
Okonoka featuring improved fishing habi- 
tat and recreational opportunities — and 
an open channel leading to the Detroit Riv- 
er, Officials say. 

Out will go a historic weir that has 
blocked Detroit River fish from entering 
the small, shallow lake on the southeast- 
ern section of the island. In will go a 45- 
foot-wide, free-flowing channel — 


spanned by a new bridge elevated enough 
for canoers and kayakers to easily paddle 
under — that will connect to the Blue Her- 
on Lagoon and eastward to the Detroit Riv- 
er, according to the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources and Friends of the 
Detroit River. 

In a different section of the lake, a new 
culvert will add another connection to al- 
low free flow of river water. Gravel spawn- 
ing beds and dredged, deeper holes will 
create improved fish habitat if water levels 
ever drop.

Snyder: 
Enbridge 
needs to 
comply 


On Mackinac oil pipeline, 
‘dozens’ more gaps disclosed

The revelations keep expanding about 
damaged protection on underwater oil pipe- 
lines in the Straits of Mackinac. And state of- 
ficials’ ire keeps growing. 

For the second time in two months, Gov. 
Rick Snyder called out Canadian oil transport 
giant Enbridge, this time after state agencies 
announced Monday that the company had 
revealed “dozens” of additional gaps in the 
protective outer coating that the state re- 
quires on Line 5 in the Straits of Mackinac. 

“I am no longer satisfied with the opera- 
tional activities and public information tac- 
tics that have become status quo for En- 
bridge,” Snyder said. “It is vitally important 
that Enbridge immediately become much 
more transparent about the condition of Line 
5 and their activities to ensure protection of 
the Great Lakes.” 

Line 5 is an oil transmission line through 
the Upper Peninsula that splits into twin, un- 
derwater pipelines through the 4%-mile 
Straits of Mackinac before reconnecting into 
one line and continuing through the Lower 
Peninsula. The pipeline transports up to 23 
million gallons of crude oil and natural gas 
liquids through the state to a hub in Sarnia, 
Ontario. 

In August, state officials requested En- 
bridge inspect the underwater pipelines at 
the site of all anchor supports securing the 
pipes on the lake bottom, after the company’s

Detroit delays vote on $520M jail proposal

Plans to build a $520.3-million criminal jus- 
tice complex north of downtown suffered a 
one-two punch Tuesday when a lawsuit was 
filed to halt a needed land swap and the Detroit 
City Council delayed voting on the deal after 
raising a number of concerns. 


The proposed land swap between the city 
and Wayne County would allow billionaire Dan 
Gilbert’s Rock Ventures to build the complex 
but the proposal has drawn ire from residents 
living near the site east of I-75 at Warren Ave- 
nue. It would replace the so-called failed jail 
site on Gratiot Avenue next to the existing
